November election, upon the proposi- 
tion to appropria$ pV$ ', hajf a million 
dollars for the completion of the new 
state house? It i» undeniably true that 
the slate house ought to be finished, 
tot is it the part of wisdom to lay any 
more burdens uppn the people just now 
thin the most absolute necssinty re- 
qoirea?

IMPORTANT TO VOTEBS 


The following sections of the elec 


tion law should be familiar to and be 
remembered by the judges, clerks anc 
others. 


Sec. 87. If any judge or clerk o1 


election shall willfully or corruptly as- 
certain, by comparison of the poll book 
with the ballot, or shall allow any other 
person to ascertain by such comparison 
or otherwise, or shall willfully publish 
or reveal how any electors voted at any 
election, he shall, on con\iction thereof 
be fined in any sum not exceeding $1,- 
000 or imprisoned m the county jail not 
exceeding ope year, or loth, in the dis- 
cretion of the court.

spotwe to a motion to proee'ed? to ''the 
consideration of the bill; a democratic 
senator1—-I think it was Mr. Hendricks 
—rose; and said that Mr. Dixon, of 
Connecticut, who favored the veto, was 
absent on account of "sickness, and, 
moved a postponement in consequence 
This brought old Ben. Wade to his feet 
in a most irascible speech, in which he 
declared in .so many ; words that _ Mr. 
Dixon's sickness was an interposition 
of Providence in behalf of the republi- 
cans, and thst he (Wade) was in favor 
of taking advantage of every such op- 
portunity to thwart the. will of the 
traitor at the White House. While 
Wade was speaking, Senator McDou- 
gal'l, of California, entered the chamber. 
He was fearfully and wonderfully drunk 
— "his custom always of an afternoon."

The 
Bureau county ReputHean gives the fol- 
lowing account of the exhibit of hU school 
at the recent rountr fair: 


"One of toe prominent features of th» 


fair this year was tlie Educational Depart- 
ment, which, considering that this wM<th« 
first was very fine. Budalsjustryproudof 
her exhibit and worthy of special mention. 
We give a brief description of the Mrmnge- 
ment and contents of the display! The 
whole was commanded by a bog* hawk, 
perched upon the top of the arch, holding 
in his mouth a squirrel, which looked M 
much as to say: T am monarch 'of all I 
survey; we're tlie-blue ribbon, so let's tfttr- 
rah!' Below this, formed in an arch, Was 
the display of Insects, formed Into the In- 
scription: 'Buda Public School Exhibit,' 
which being somewttrt of a novelty to 
many, attracted- iipch attention, Further 
down might be seen a large frame con- 
talfalng photographs of maps, which were 
the finest things of the kind we have ever 
seen. Below this could be found on the 
shelves nicely arranged and labeled with 
both their technical and common names 
the Natural History and Mineral Speci- 
mens. These specimens were such as are 
actually used In the study of Natural Hfc- 
tory in the school, without having mado 
special collection or preparation. The al- 
coholic specimens were not generally rare, 
but were such as would be useful for Illus- 
tration. The bird skins were not mounted 
for display, but were left in the shape in 
which wings, beaks, Haws, etc., might 
best be studied in actual handling. Thn 
display of minerals was very fine, show- 
ing us many curiosities. The collection
